Instructions are given in full as below, 
and will be found to afreet quite a 
num ber in this city and county, many 
of whom are already planning to take 
up work on the farm.

There is a great demand for labor 
in all produc tive occupations and em ­ 
ploym ents and especially in agricul­ 
ture and other n ecessa ry industries,

been given deferred classification and 
w h o can en gage in som e productive 
occupation without substantial finan­ 
cial loss or hardship to th em selves or 
others should be w illing to seek som e 
productive occupation or em ploym ent 
or enter tile military service rather 
than remain in an occupation or em ­ 
ploym ent in which th ey arc rendering 
no effective*assistan ce to the Nation,
